which had carried him 
from 
New 
York to Paris and to many '«-enters 
of the states. 
He sailed slowly until about seven 
feet above the ground and then 
he 
shot up to about fifty feet. ITe took 
if slowly, not attempting his famous 
straight up-shoot. 
He was out of 
sight 
within 
1' 
minutes. 
Three navy eseorf planes followed 
immediately behind him. They were 
followed in turn by a commerce de­ 
partment plane, 
and 
three 
army 
planes. 
Lindbergh expected to 
flv in 
a 
staright line 
to 
Galevtosn, 
Tex., 
thence 
over the mountains 
of the 
A1 exican border to 
ATexico 
City, 
which bo hoped to reach in daylight 
hours tomorrow. 
Tie faced 
bend 
winds ami possible showers most of 
the way, but despite this hoped for 
a speed o f between 80 and 9b miles 
an hour. 


Lindbergh’s plane 
carried 
350 
gallons of gas, compared 
to 
450 
when he took off for Paris. The d is­ 
tance is 1000 miles less. 


Army men said Lindbergh carried 
no parachute. Tie also had no 
life 
preservers but llio «cushions of his 
plane can

carried 
one 
week’s army emergency rations, in­ 
cluding “ bully hoof” and hardtack, 
army air maps of the United States, 
and a. private company's maps

a ccusation s,” Attorney General Ar­ 
thur L. Gilliom today filed in 
the 
Laporte Superior Court, a 
motion, 
supported by briefs, to restrain S te­ 
phenson f rom obtaining a 96 day pa­ 
role. 


1 lie klan head now serving a life 
term in tin* Indiana, state prison for 
the murder of Madge Oberholtzer has 
asked the court for that period 
of 
liberty to aid ins attornevs, Robert 
H. Moore, in preparing briefs 
and 
evidence with which to fight his a p ­ 
peal tor liberty in the supreme court. 


Gilliom, m his brief today charged 
that the klan head s pleading 
“ is 
nothing but a scurrilous and 
co n ­ 
temptuous statement of a convicted 
and imprisoned murderer, who is a t­ 
tacking everyone who might work in 
restraint of his liberty.’’ 


“ Referring to charges m ade 
by 
Stephenson in his petition that 
the 
wardens and members o f tin* Indiana 
prison board had treated him 
“ in­ 
hum anly” when he 
attempted 
to 
confer with his attorneys, 
Gilliom 
continued: “ These papers on 
their 
face show that tin* 
plaintiff 
only 
seeks an order o f this court 
that 
would afford him as a convicted and 
imprisoned murderer an opportunity, 
without hinderanee, to conduct 
a 
publicity campaign in 
the 
great 
court of public opinion by which he 
obviously hopes to attempt to 
in­ 
fluence the decision of his criminal 
appeal now pending before the su ­ 
preme court of Indiana.” 


Contending that Stephenson filed 
papers to secure the parole 
which 
“ are on their face false and arc ca l­ 
culated for wholly improper 
pur­ 
p o s e s ,” Gilliom sa y s that the affida­ 
vit by Moore conveys a ‘‘false im­ 
pression of facts. ” 


“ The truth is that Aloorc and S te ­ 
phenson procured W. IT. S. Smotzer, 
a notary public at»the state prison, 
to affix his name and seal to an oath 
to the bare signature of Stephenson 
on a single sheet of 
paper, 
unat­ 
tached to the papers filed 
in 
this 
court by them. Aloore intended 
by 
trickery on the outside of the prison 
to unlawfully attach this single sheet 
of paper containing the signature to 
the papers in violation o f the crimi­ 
nal provisions of this sta te .” Gil­ 
liom concludes by asking that 
the 
appeal for ninety days 
parole 
he 
-stricken from the files of tin* court 
because “ they arc sham and 
con­ 
tempt nous. ”
